During Lord Curzon’s administration Bengal was treated very niggardly as 
regards titles, and the same state of things ccntinues to this day, but our 
Press is now too busy with other matters to pay much heed to questions like

The titles bestowed in Bengal on the occasion of the King-Emperor’s 
birthday—especially the title conferred on certain gentleman—are now being 
hotly discussed in the Bengali Press. Kaviraj Gangnath Sen Saraswati has 
been made a Mahamahopdhyaya. Many other persons better or worse quali- 
fied than he have been honcured with titles before, but no one ever cared to say 
anything on the subject. The title conferred on Mahamahopadhyaya Gana- 
nath Sen, however, has caused great jubilation throughout the country. The 
Bengali, the Marwari and the Hindusthani are vying with each other in giv- 
ing expression to their joy and many public bodies are congratulating him on 
his distinction. All this speaks highly of the learned Kaviraj’s merits. Never 
has any professional man been so highly honoured at such an early age, and 
we can confidently say that not one among the holders of the title of “ Maha- 
mahopadhyaya ”’ has such a world-wide fame as Mahamahopadhyaya 
Gananath Sen. Some papers, however, are displeased at the honour confer- 
red on him. One need pay no heed to the remarks made in this connection by 
papers which make vituperation their-sole object and which are under the 
influence of particular persons, but an article which recently appeared in the 
Hitavadi deserves some attention. It is no doubt a bit of a puzzle that, in spite 
of there being a special title meant for Vaidyas, Kaviraj Gananath has been 
made a Mahamahopadhyaya and that his name appears in the Calcutta Gazette 
as‘ Pandit Gananath Sen.” Again, the Hitavadi fails to understand why the 
title of ‘“‘ Mahamahopadhyaya ” has been conferred on Gananath Sen, while 
eminent Vaidyas like Rajendra Nath and Syama Das have been overlooked.

criminate arrests and the harassment of innocent men. This is not surprising. 
Irresponsible power is liable to’ be abused, whatever the character and 
intellectual capacity of its repositories. Such abuse of power provokes resent- 
ment. Itis possible that many of the outrages spoken of as political are merely 
crimes of revenge. ‘While crimes, whatever their origin, have to be punished, 
a serious effort should be made to prevent unnecessary and . unjustifiable 
arrests and the harassment of the innocent, Among police officials there are 
just and honest men, but many are really criminals whom only their place in 
the service shields from condign punishment. In the situation created by the
